lfina li which eonpetetion for this distinction was abundant and keen. In addi- 
tion, although there wes official care to keep him from being e witness, even to 
nrevent e personal interview with him, he wa £ part of the investigation cf the 
Border of ohn Kennedy, albeit s much smeller pert than he should have bean. In 
simplistic terms, comprehensible to either side in the controversy surrounding 
that investigation, it is fas. *ho arranged for tee uss of office space by the CIA 
organized and funded Cuban ^evolutionary Council, the address later used by L©« 
^arvey Oswald on his literature sad by Sergic *r«schs «altk in his funds solid-

Yet so often lately, deeply as I 
have been concerned about whet I believe involves our national integrity end 
freedom, our national honor and out future, I have become conscious of the 
unfortuna te capacity of our people to spew up those more dedicated to personal 
profit or careers that to those things 1 hold more important. If this is not 
a characteristic of our people alone, I lament it because ao often our people 
are thus motivated. If it did not begin in Biblical days, it did not end at 
Auschwitz, either.

May 1 add e postsrcipt that may enable you to get even more publicity, 
which seems to be one of your dominating objectives? That sag eation is that 
you read carefully, pith even more than the knowledge one should te presumed 
you have of the fact of the Kennedy assassination to be so vigorous in your demedd 
for Garrison's resignation, the report of the autopsy at Bethesda Hospital, the 
subsequent report to the then -Attorney General by these same doctors and the 
Still-later report of the special panel Attorney General Clerk convoked. No 
honest man can read these with any knowledge of the fact and remain silent. No 
man with a penchant for calling for resignations, with the knowledge easily 
extracted from this reeding, would be able to bridle his instincts.
